America n Legion Aims to Secure Lib­ 
erty of M"my Ex -Serv ice Men 
Now in 
Priso ns. 


Many former service 
men of the 
World war. now In prison, are believed 
to have 
committed 
the crimes for 
which they « re held when phy sically 
or mentally unfit as a result of war 
service, 
in 
the 
opinion 
of 
Joseph 
Sparks, 
chairman 
of 
the 
American 
Legion’s national rehabilitation com­ 
mittee. 
Sparks has directed a survey 
by the Legion of the former soldiers 
and sailors Incarcerated for crimes in 
the penal institutions and is reviewing 
these cases with a view of obtaining 
their release if a mental disability , 
traceable to war conditions, Is proven. 
Chairman Sparks Is of the opinion 
that many of these men "drifted Into 
crime” a* a result of their phy sical 
condition 
following 
discharge 
from 
service. 
He estimates that 26,000 such 
men are confined In the country , and 
seeks some way to bring relief to them, 
as the problem Is of too great scope 
for the veterans’ bureau to handle. 
“Tt Is shocking to think that there 
are thousands of men from all walks 
of life corrflned for crimes that many 
of them did almost unknowingly , be­ 
cause they were so removed from nor 
mal health and strength at the time.” 
“We have m ade investigations in 
some states where conditions are worse 
than others, and have found that many 
of the men should have been In hospi­ 
tals, Instead of Jail, so bad Is their 
condition, and the Jail life has not 
helped,” he added. 
Ex perts of the veterans’ bureau de­ 
clare th-at It Is remarkable that not 
more of the men are In jail, because 
so many left army service with shat­ 
tered nerves and were compelled to ad­ 
just themselves to after-war conditions. 
Dr. 
Stanley Rinehart, one of the 
veterans’ bureau specialists, said; 
"The 8hates must see to It that ev­ 
ery service man In prison gets an op­ 
portunity to have a hearing if he de­ 
serves It, or hospital treatm ent Instead 
of a Jail cell, If this Is what he needs.” 
This problem will be presented at 
the national convention of the Ameri­ 
can Legion, to be held In San Fran­ 
cisco.

dollar hospital at Muskogee, a quarter- 
million dollar institution for tubercu­ 
lar service men at Sulphur, mainte­ 
nance of separate wards for former 
service persons at the University hos­ 
pital In Oklahoma City , a 
fund of 
$50,000 for relief of sick and disabled 
veterans and for their dependents, ex ­ 
emption of 
personal 
property 
from 
tax ation of veterans Fn amounts nor 
ex ceeding 
$200, designation of Armi­ 
stice day as a state holiday , requiring 
that the flag be display ed In all school 
rooms, requiring teaching of the Con­ 
stitution in all public schools, and 
support of state compensation bills for 
World war veterans.

What promised to be a suit for re­ 
ceivership of the Ku Klux Klan by 
David AI. Rittenhouse of Philadelphia, 
and more than a score of his follow­ 
ers. has developed into one of the 
most sensational hearings connected 
with the klan during its entire his­ 
tory. 
Hiram W . Evans, imperial wizard, 
admitted that the Ku Klux Klan has 
been furnishing the Oklahoma klan 
with money as it was needed. 
How 
much he would not say, stating it 
■was a “ good deal." 
The imperial wizard also declared 
that Governor Jack Walton of Okla­ 
homa, who has be* a waging a losing 
battle against the invisible empire, 
“ was ana la a member at large.” 
He 
wont on to explain that the governor 
had 
submitted 
his 
application 
for 
membership and had sent his fees in, 
but that the klansmen where he lived 
“ didn’t want him; 
didn’t believe in 
him,” * on equently he had nut been 
-completely adulated. 
Rittenhouse and his fellow plain­ 
tiffs filed the suit for receivership, 
< barging “ gross mismanagement of 
blan funds,” and alleged that high 
* rileiais of the order had appropriated 
large amount* for their own personal 
Uses. 
Among other sensational 
charges 
presented was one made in affidavit 
form by F. Al. ’Littlejohn, a private 
detective. 
He declared that the Ku 
Klux Klan kept a corps of nine de­ 
tectives working at Mer Rouge and 
Bastrop, La., during the recent inves­ 
tigation 
into 
outrages 
committed 
there, for the sole purpose of pre­ 
venting the grand jury from securing 
indictments. 
He further said that he 
was one of the nine men, and that 
they were all “ wed! paid” for their 
services in addition to having all ex­ 
penses paid. 
While lawyers were wrangling with 
testimony in the courtroom, Colonel

part of the month by Stanley Bald­ 
win. 
Premier Baldwin, in paying tribute 
to Bonar Law, said:, “ For his own 
sake. I am thankful that he had been 
spared further supering. 
The coun­ 
try will never forges that he sacri­ 
ficed his life in the country’s service.” 
The statement oj Mr. Baldwin gives 
strength to the report that the real 
cause of Bonar Law a death was can­ 
cer, which was aggravated recently 
by a stroke.

Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 31.—Governor 


Pinchot lost no time in replying to 
the letter of Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury Mellon. 
“ It is a matter of sincere regret to 
me that your answer to my letter is 
merely an effort to justify the pres­ 
ent federal system of enforcement, 
which all America knows to be de­ 
fective, inefficient and a breeder of 
corruption,” the governor wrote in re­ 
ply to the letter of Secretary Aielion. 
Plants found to be violating the 
prohibition 
laws, the 
governor de­ 
clares, 
have 
been 
“ convicted 
and 
fined,” but are still in possession of 
their federal permits. 
“ Under such 
circumstances a fine amounts to noth­ 
ing more than high license for law­ 
breaking,” the governor says. 
“ I ask 
you to refuse to re-issue permit* for 
the operation of plant* where the law 
has been broken.” 
The governor takes issue with Alel- 
lon’s assertion that tho law requires 
the treasury department to re-issue 
permits after a year 
to 
applicant* 
who have been found to be violators. 
‘“There is no such provision of law,” 
says the governor, who points 
out 
that the law merely forbids re-issu­ 
ance of permits before a year has 
elapsed. 
He suggest* a court test, 
if the secretary doubts this inter­ 
pretation of the law. 
Failure of enforcement in Pennsyl­ 
vania now' is as bad as at any time, 
the governor says, citing the lack of 
prompt action by the federal govern­ 
ment to cancel permits of violators.

anxious for relief,” the letter con­ 
tinues.

New York veterans of the World 
w ar will receive substantial benefits as 
a result of the American Legion's suc­ 
cessful efforts to obtain passage of 
laws In the state legislature. 
Among the most Important measures 
adopted were laws that include: 
Appropriating $150,(XX),OOO for the 
construction of a road to the veterans* 
mountain camp of the American Le­ 
gion. 
Appropriating $1,500,000 for the con­ 
struction of a state military memorial 
at Kings’ Park, to he used solely for 
the care and treatment of World war 
veterans. 
Appropriating $10,OOO for the pay­ 
ment of $500 annually to each New 
York veteran totally blind as a result 
of war service.

Appropriating an additional $1,000,- 
000 for relief of needy veterans, allow­ 
ing $30 a month to single men, with 
additional allowances for dependents.

Sparks has directed a survey 
by the Legion of the former soldiers 
and sailors incarcerated for crimes in 
the penal institutions and Is reviewing 
these cases with a view of obtaining 
their release lf a mental disability, 
traceable to war conditions, Is proven. 
Chairman Sparks la of the opinion 
that many of these men "drifted into 
crime” aa a result of their physical 
condition 
following 
discharge 
from 
service. 
He estimates that 26,000 such 
men are confined In the country, and 
seeks some way to bring relief to them, 
as the problem is of too great scope 
I for the veterans’ bureau to handle. 
“Tt Is shocking to think that there 
are thousands of men from all walks 
of life confined for crimes that many 
of them did almost unknowingly, be­ 
cause they were so removed from nor 
mal health and strength at the time.” 
“We have made Investigations In 
some states where conditions are worse 
than others, and have found that many 
of the men should have been in hospi­ 
tals, Instead of Jail, so bad Is their 
condition, and the Jail life has not 
helped,” he added. 
Experts of the veterans’ bureau de­ 
clare that It Is remarkable that not 
more of the men are in Jail, because 
so many left army service with shat- * 
tared nerves and were compelled to ad­ 
just themselves to afterw ar comLltlons. 
Dr. Stanley Rinehart, on© of the 
veterans' bureau specialists, said: 
‘“Hie states must see to it that ev­ 
ery service man In prison gets an op­ 
portunity to have a hearing lf he de­ 
serves It, or hospital treatm ent instead 
of a Jail cell, If this Is what he needs.” 
This problem will be presented at 
the national convention of the Ameri­ 
can Legion, to be held in San Fran­ 
cisco.
